How to Plant and Grow 
Keith’s Cultivated Blueberries 


Keith's Cultivated Blueberries are as easily grown as 
Roses or shrubs. All you have to do is to see that the 
soil is moist, loose, and acid. To accomplish these, we 
suggest the following: Dig a hole 18 inches across 
(larger for the larger bushes) and 16 inches deep, and 
fill half full with a mixture of one part your soil and two 
parts acid peat, leaf mold, marsh soil, or BETTER YET, 
Keith’s Acid Peat Humus (see below) which we guarantee 
for our Cultivated Blueberries. Pack this mixture in the 
bottom half of the hole quite firm, then set the bush in on 
about 3 inches of the loose mixture and fill in aotnd the 
roots and on top of them with the mixture until the hole 
is full. Pack down very firm, then water thoroughly until 
the whole mixture of soil from the bottom of the hole to 
the top is thoroughly soaked with water, rain water pre- 
ferred. DON’T USE WATER WITH LIME IN IT. It will 
sweeten the soil. The soil must be kept acid, and don’t 
let it become dry, and you can grow lots of Blueberries. 
COMPLETE PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS AND CARE 
COME WITH EACH SHIPMENT. 


Field Culture 


Select a fertile acid soil, such as you 
would find in a drained Blueberry 
(Huckleberry) marsh. It must have 
ample water. Wild Blueberries (Huckle- 
berries), white cedar, leatherieaf, red 
maple all indicate a suitable soil. No 
matter where located, the soil must be 
acid (4.5 pH) and moist. Low meadow 
lands are often suitable. Set plants 5x8 
feet (about 1000 per acre). Write us for 
further information. We will be glad to 
help you.

This material contains sufficient acid 
and humus for the growing of Keith's 
Cultivated Blueberries, and can be mix- 
ed with your soil to bring about proper 
acidity and humus.

Keith's Cultivated Blueberries are ideal for 
your summer home, for they ripen their berries 
at the time you are out there—July and Aug- 
ust, into September. And the bushes require 
so little care. We highly recommend the Rubel 
(see pages 2 and 3) variety for this purpose. 


Grow Blueberries in 
Half Barrel 


Take a half barrel, or large tub and sink it 
in the soil even with the surface of ground. 
Fill two-thirds full with a mixture of one part 
rich loam soil and two parts Keith’s Acid Peat 
Humus, pack firm, set bush in middle, and fill 
with mixture packed well. Keep the soil al- 
ways moist with rain water. 
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JERSEY Late) Berries Very Large - Sweet - Beautiful - Attractive 


JERSEY is a large, attractive, improved Blue- 
berry that is becoming very popular because of 
its extra large berries, many of them over % inch 
across. It ripens its large berries a little later than 
the Rubel. We recommend Jersey very highly.

high. Makes a very attractive bush for lawn plant- 
ing, at the same time very suitable for group plant- 
ing or in rows in the garden. Should be set at 
least 5 feet apart in bed plantings.

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Difference Between 
Blueberries and Huckleberries 


Blueberries and Huckleberries are two different 
kinds of berries; however, both grow under the 
same conditions in the wild—in low, marshy 
places in an acid soil. The main differences are: 
The Blueberry has very fine, numerous seeds, 
while the Huckleberry has eight to the berry, they 
are very hard and make the berry very disagree- 
able to eat; while those in the Blueberry are hard- 
ly noticeable. So far there has been nothing done 
in developing the Huckleberry because of the 
disagreeable seeds.

It originated 
at the New York State Experiment Station from a cross be- 
tween Premier and Marshall, and since its introduction, it 
has certainly made good. It is adapted to a large range of 
soil and climate like the Premier and in many tests has out- 
yielded that variety with larger berries that hold their size 
throughout the fruiting season. Catskill will not disappoint 


oy YIELDS 16,800 QUARTS PER ACRE 
Catskill is becoming the leading late berry in most berry 
sections. It is very productive, with large berries that hold 
heir size to the end of the season—they don’t ‘run small.” 
In our test plots it has yielded over 16,800 quarts per acre. 
The berries begin to ripen shortly after the Premier, and 
continue until the end of the spring berry season. The only 
berry later than the Catskill listed by us is the Ambrosia.

Information for Customers 


1.—USE ORDER BLANK, filling in all information. 

2.—ORDER EARLY. Orders shipped as requested. 
First come, first served. To get plants shipped on re- 
quested date order early. You also get first choice of 
varieties, and benefit by our discounts. 

3.—SHIPPING SEASON from late March until late 
May, depending on season. Also in fall after we have 
had cold enough weather to harden plants. 

4.—PLANTING SEASON. Set plants early as you'd 
make early garden and from then on until after corn- 
planting time. (When oak leaves are about size of 
squirrel’s ears.) 

5.—REMITTANCE. Post Office Money Order or Ex- 
press Money Orders are safer for you and most con- 
venient for us. Send them when possible. But we 
gladly accept your check, Bank Drafts, etc. Letters 
containing Currency should be REGISTERED. C. O. D. 
shipments will be made if one-third is sent with order. 

6.—YOUR PROTECTION. We guarantee safe ar- 
rival, but do not hold ourselves responsible for neg- 
ligence or damage in transit. We replace orders.to the 
extent of damage or loss if customer sends within five 


days statement from Exp. Agent or Postmaster show- 
ing extent of same. Parcel Post shipments must be in- 
sured if loss is to be recovered. Raspberry and other 
cane plants travel at customer’s risk ordered shipped 
after May lst and strawberry plants after May 15th. 


7.—EXPRESS SHIPMENTS now have a _ special 
cheaper rate for strawberry plants. This makes Ex- 
press shipments cheaper than Parcel Post on most 
orders, and besides Express shipments are always in- 
sured against damage or loss. This costs extra by 
Parcel Post. By Express plants travel better as they 
are not in tight closed mail bags. They have plenty 
of ventilation and are not so subject to heating.

8.—PARCEL POST SHIPMENTS. Small orders can 
be sent as cheap by Parcel Post, especially into 
States in Groups_1 and_2. Distant shipments are 
more expensive.
